Tho President Lives. 

The people of the whole country have 
been anxious watchers for the least infor- 
mation from the sick chamber of the strick- 
en President, until solicitude has changed 
to hope well grounded, and which has been 
growing brighter und brighter since we 
communicated to our readers the startling 
intelligence of the attempted assassination. 
Our report closed on Wednesday night, 
the 6th inst, when thete was steady im- 
provement in the President's case; he wat 
sleeping well, taxing regular diet, and had 
but little pain. 

When the President’s life was despaired 
of the questiun was asked: ‘*ls the Presi- 
dent aware of his condition?” “Oh yes,” 
a friend replied, “he knows that his con 
ditign is very dangerous, but he really 
expected to die muvh earlier than this.” 
**How dues he view death?” **Well, far 
different from what many people would. 
General Garfield has lived an intellectusl 
life, and has taken a wider and more com- 
prehensive view of life and it results than 
most people. Le has, to my knowledge, 
canvassed the subject in all its branches, 
and years ago came to lovk upon it as au 
every day adjunct of life. He has alwaye 
been piepared for it, and looks upon its ap- 
proach calmly. Then he has astrong Chris- 
tiun faith. He became a Christian in early 
life, and has remained one ever since. 
although he has studied thoroughly und 
deeply into religious and scieutitic subjects 
With him religion was an emotional mat- 
ter—u subject involving the heart and af- 
fection, and he believed as such it should 
be cultivated to the highest extent,”’ *“Does 
he not find "ta hard struggle to accept 
death calmly wher he thinks of leaving 
his famfy and all good things alike, honor 
and power within his grasp?” “Yes, of 
course, he finds it hard, but not so hard a> 
you think. ie and Mrs. Garfield have

nition of this Christian act.” 

A friend who spent some time Friday 
afternoon with Mrs. Garfivid says that she 
and the rest of the family are now abso- 
\utely certain of the President's recovery. 

The fact that the seventh day had passed 
ind that more radical dangerous symptoms 
had not appeared, renewed the interest 
in the probable location of the bullet.

According 
co the common law it is held that he would 
be liable to be tried for murder if the Pres- 
ident should die within a year of the time 
of the shooting. Should Garfield recover, 
the man who tried to murder him will es- 
cape with scanty punishment. He can 
only be convicted of ag assault with intent 
vo kill, the maximym penalty for which is 
imprisonment of eight years. It seems 
that one so dangeruus as Guiteau, and ca- 
pable of so much mischief, ought to be, 
kept under surveiltanve all his life. This, 
however, cannot be done unless he is ad- 









so that some adequate punishment may be 
meted out. It is suggested by many that 
an attack upon the person of the executive 
should be made an act of treason, 3nd the 
ussailant put‘to death. A man who was a 
member of the Oneida, community when 
Guiteau was there says he does not believe 
che man insane, but he caused a good de!

abolished! The assassin seemed to be 
acting directly on that principle, and his 
rash act was but the legitimate outgrowth 
fthe socialistic, free love, communistic 
fallacies. a!
